AEI OPERATE

Commerce Paper Ssys Msny Mills
Are Ready to Begin Operation

Some of Them in
Baxter District

The following is from the Com-

merce News:
"In the Hockerville field the Miami

Volunteer and the Lucky Jennie are
almost ready to operate; in the St
Louis field the Brewster and the Cor-

tes are well under way; in the richer
field the Jefferson, the Miami Mctaia
No. 2 and the LnSulle arc almost com.
pleted; in the Tar River field the law-
yers, the Pelican and the Silver Plume
are almost ready to start; in the Dou-th- at

field the Century and Wilson are
being built; in the Quapuw field the
Quapaw mill of the Dig V is nearly
finished, and in the Sunnyside field

the Prairie, the Good Lurk, the Char-

lotte and the Aurora are almost ready
to begin operating.

"Nearly all of these mills are on
properties that are especially rich and
a conservative estimate on their ca-

pacity would be 4.000 tons of concen-

trates a shift of ten hours, which
would mean 24,000 tons a week, which
at these times would mean adding at
least 1,500,000 pounds a week to out-

turn in, which last week, with the epi-

demic of "flu" in full blast and a great
shortage of help generally amounted
to $291,680."

The poultry market is overcrowded

Producers may assist in improving
the poultry market, which in some

cases has fallen below the probable

cost of produtcion, by selling only

such stock as is well developed and

of good quality. The Food Adminis

tration asks poultrymen particurar- -
ly:

To withhold from market immature
chickens and moulting hens.

To keep all laying hens and the
best pullets.

To extend the normal period 01 lail
marketing so that it will extend into

the winter.

BROKE 80-2- 0 RULE.

The Nusr Mill of Industry, n?r
Abilene, failed to observe all the reg-

ulations of the Food Administration

and as a result was asked to pay 200

to the Red Cross as a guarantee of

patriotism. The money was paid.

The mill violated the 80-2- 0 rulej'bich
requires that dealers must sen on

pound of substitutes with each four
pounds of flour.

In the case of exchange grinding

mill is required to have the farmer
who exchanges wheat for flour with-

out buying substitutes, sign a pledge

that he will get the substitutes else

where and will mix those substitutes
in the flour before baking bread. .The

Nusi Mill failed to require the sign-

ing of that pledge.

BARLEY & BREWING SITUATION

With the closing of breweries la
the United States after December 1,

any temporary dislocation in the bar-

ley market should cause producers

little concern.
Barley is good as human food and

also for livestock.
When barley is to be fed livestock,

the grain be crushed. Owing

to the hard exterior of barley ker-

nels, farm animals do not otherwise

secure the greatest nourishment

from the whole grain. This ysarl
crop should assist materially in re-

lieving the. feed situation and tha
high level of prices for animal pro-

ducts makes the feeding of barley in

excess of market demands both prof-iial- ,e

and patriotic.

feeding stuffs, or sell any greater
percentage to feed mixers for such

mixing, than ha mixed or sold in
1917."

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MILL PROFITEERED.

The J. C. Lysle Milling Company,

of Leavenworth, Kan., was caught
profiteering and the Food Administra-

tion required that all the excess prof-It- s,

amounting to $80,121.87 be turn-

ed over to the government The mill

also contributed $10,000 to the Red

Cross to show their good faith and

as a pledge that there would be no

more profiteering in the future.

TURKEY RAFFLES TABOOED.

The Food Administration is oppos

ed to shooting matches and games of
chance or skill that might put food

into the hands of persons for which

they have no actual need. This in-

cludes turkey raffles.

The maximum retail price of eggs

has been fixed at seven cento apiece

and small eggs must be sold at lower

rates in Switsetiand. Infraction of

the regulations are punishable by

fines varying from $40 to $2000 or
by 60 days' imprisonment
